On the other hand, all nurses will welcome such 
compromise as is necessary for the continuation of 
this hall-mark of regular training—the Stat 
examination and registration of the nurse In 
the meantime the large hospitals are doing thei 
best to maintain their training schools. Lecture 
courses have been begun in many hospitals and 
the preliminary training schools have found new 
homes in country districts where the same sound 
training can be given as was given in the heart of 


our large cities 


One of the greatest difficulties is practical ward 
training In the first place many of our larg 
training schools have been evacuated to mental 
hospitals built to house the mentally sick but 
physically well and therefore totally unequipped 
for the care of patients confined to bed. As a

result there are no bed-pan sluices, no bed-pan 
racks, no clinical rooms and none of the usual ward 
equipment. This is being corrected to some extent. 
On the otherhand, the list of ward equipment being 
supplied by the Ministry to Class I hospitals 
which are being upgraded from mental and other 
institutions (see Circular 1849) contains only a 
small part of the apparatus necessary for the teach- 
ing of general nursing to any trainee. There is, 
for example, no rubber catheter on the list; there 
is intravenous transfusion apparatus, but no rectal 
nor subcutaneous infusion apparatus, no nasal 
feeding apparatus, no lumbar puncture needles 
(these appear only in the theatre equipment), and 
none of the special equipment of the medical 
ward—tapping, aspirating apparatus and so on. 
Are the parent hospitals able to provide this in 
addition tostocking the casualty clearing hospitals ? 
It will not be possible to give general training on 
equipment thought out only from the point of 
view of surgical treatment of casualty cases. 

And apart from equipment there is the question 
of ward accommodation. The training schools 
must have wards in which to carry out their system 
of training under their own sisters. At the moment 
many hospitals have this accommodation,* but in 
some cases the trainees are having to work under 
the sisters of another hospital with different 
methods and standards. For the nurse in training 
this leads to many difficulties. Every hospital 
with a training school which has been evacuated 
into another hospital should be given the accom 
modation to form a separate unit of wards unde1 
its control in which the training of its student 
nurses can be efficiently carried out. 

For all these things we must work. We must 
see to it that girls who wish to become the nurses 
of the future enter our nursing schools and -receive 
as good and wide a general training as is possible 
under the circumstances. There is mo reason why 
our training schools should not produce a steady 
stream of capable, well trained nurses if we set 
ourselves to the task.

Citizens’ Advice Bureaux 


Tue trained nurse with her experience of the 
problems that come up with any emergency, will 
appreciate more than anyone the usefulness of 
the Citizens’ Advice Bureaux. Since the out 
break of war 402 of these bureaux have been 
set up throughout the country—215 of them in 
London. They have been organised by the 
National Council of Social Service in conjunction 
with the Charity Organisation Society. At 
present they are functioning in the larger towns 
affected by war conditions, but it is hoped that 
the scheme will be carried into all the towns 
and in the villages, especially where there are 
evacuees, It is suggested that a small committee 
should get together in the villages to help those 
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in difficulties. Most of the problems that come 


into the bureaux concern evacuation, directly or 
indirectly—the problem of two rents to be paid, 
or the difficulty of obtaining separation allowance, 
unemployment benefit or public assistance benefit 


in a strange town. In the first two weeks of the 
war London alone dealt with 100,000 applicants 
for advice on personal and family difficulties ; 
2,000 of these concerned the evacuation of child 
ren, cripples or old people who do not come 
under any official scheme. The personnel of the 
bureaux are all trained workers and the 
bureaux work in close co-operation with the local 
uthorities and with such bodies as the Women’s 
Voluntary The Citizens’ Advice 
Bureaux are not, except in unusual cases, centres 
for distributing benefits, but clearing stations for 
queries on all the problems that have arisen since 
the outbreak of war

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Foot Trouble and Foot 


Gear. —I 


HE foot is one of the most wonderful 
mechanisms of the human body, and to the 
nurse it is part of her stock in trade. 

Unfortunately, it is much abused. Too many 
people, including the boot-makers, think of it 
as a fixed structure and lay great stress on the 
shape of its arches. Actually it is designed to 
meet and compensate for stresses and to change 
constantly in form. A steel suspension bridge 
yields to the weights that pass over it and springs 
back again. Similarly, the arches of the human 
foot are designed to flatten under weight-bearing 
and sprigg up again when the strain is removed. 
In the study of the human foot it would be far 
better if we forgot the word arch. The foot of 
an individual is nearly as characteristic of his 
personality as his hand and there are nearly as 
many variations as there are in faces, so that to 
try and make all conform to one standard of 
arch is absurd. 


Three Important Factors 


Too often, also, the foot is treated as if it were 
an isolated structure, whereas a rational study of 
it must take note of three important factors : 
(a) the weight imposed on it from above; (b) the 
resistance to it from the medium on which it 
moves, e.g., a hard pavement, a ploughed field or 
springy turf; and (c) the efficiency of the structures 
composing the foot, especially muscle-tone. If 
an individual who is grossly fat also has flabby 
muscles, his foot-strain will not respond to measures 
which might be effective in a light, springy type of 
person. Similarly, a person whose work involves 
the carrying of heavy weights may feel no discorn- 
fort in the feet until an illness, such as pneumonia 
or phthisis, lowers his muscle-tone, and if this 
results in giving a faulty trunk-balance also, the 
strain on his feet will be increased. 


Causes of Foot-Strain 


The modern fashion of making all roads and 
paths, even in the country, of a level, uniformly- 
hard material is a serious factor in inducing foot- 
strain throughout an enormous proportion of our 
population. The country children now have to 
attend schools many miles from their homes and 
even the picturesque lanes along which they have 
to tramp have hard, uniform, tarred surfaces in 
the interests of the tyres of our cars—though 
we can buy new tyres, but not new feet for the

children and horses. Horse owners know ho’ 
injurious such surfaces are to the joints of th 
horse’s foot; why should we expect human join‘ 
to endure them unscathed? Those children wi 
still have to tramp through muddy fields to scho: 
may have their feet encased in gum-boots, whic 
keep the water out, but add a great, ill-balanc 
weight to weak, rickety knees, and, if not remov: 
at school, keep the feet in a pool of unevaporate 
sweat which has an unfavourable effect on ski 
and muscle tone. Can we wonder that our countr 
orthopaedic clinics are crowded with cases « 
flat-foot ? 


Importance of Muscle Tone 


The mechanism of the human foot is designed t 
adjust it to surfaces uneven in shape and i 
consistency, such as tufts of grass, heather an 
shingle, and while it is doing this it is stimulatin 
its own circulation to the intrinsic muscles of the 
sole. It is these muscles which give way so bad] 
and so early, even in athletic individuals in moder: 
communities. It is evident also that such adjust 
ment of foot to surfaces is incompatible with 
fixed shape either for its longitudinal or transvers: 
arches. The rigid foot is more or less the inefficie1 
foot, and any outside support which imitates o 
induces rigidity is fundamentally unsound. Y: 
most of the “cures” on the market are of thi 
type. One must believe that the feet are efficien 
in the acrobat, the ballet-dancer and the India 
who can do a long day’s march bare-foot; yet al 
these individuals can flatten out their arches s 
that the inner border of the foot lies along the 
ground; they have lax ligaments, but the tone o 
their muscles is good. 


Structure of the Foot 


Let us consider in a little more detail th 
structure of the foot—not the names of its bon 
and joints, but the essential components of th: 
machine. The most important are: 


(1) The muscles, whose elasticity and contractil 
powers depend on constant nerve impulses from th: 
spinal cord and brain. Anything which disturb 
those impulses will upset the balance of muscle 
tone; thus mental work and worry can be a facto! 
in the production of flat-foot. 

(2) The ligaments, holding together the bones 
They, too, are elastic structures, whose spring is 
living quality, inherent in the tissues themselves 
but modified by changes in their blood-supply.

nan foot, we can readily see how many factors 
contribute to impair its efficiency, and there- 
the study of flat feet is not a simple problem, 
t a very complex one. It is impossible to study

Causes of Loss of Efficiency 


|) Lhe muscles.—Muscle tone is probably the 
st important factor in maintaining the springi 
and painlessness of the foot, and it can be 
ired in many ways. Probably the commonest 
es are: 
‘) Heat and want of oxygen ; over-heated 
ps, offices and hospitals (especially if they are 
ill-ventilated) are a very serious cause of 
t-strain. The modern (or, rather, ancient 
man) method of heating under the floor is 
i more detrimental than other types. Tropical 
iates also injure the muscle tone of individuals 
temperate regions. 

The toxins of acute and chronic illness, 

as the specific fevers, pneumonia and tuber- 
sis, have a serious effect on muscle-tone.

The ligaments.—The ligaments of the foot 
lar more than their share of study by most 
ors and nurses. They are sentinels on guard 
inst sudden unexpected attack, but in ordinary 

provided the muscles do their duty, the 
ments never stretch. They are, however, 
‘ently injured in the foot by sudden wrenches, 
h find the muscles off-guard. If the muscles 
maintained in activity, the ligament injury 
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should not give long symptoms, but unfortunately 
they are often injudiciously treated, either by too 
much movement, which tears open healing parts, 
or by too much rest, which allows adhesions to 
form between them and bone or tendon. Such 
adhesions cause pain when slightly stretched and 
require breaking by a sudden snap or twist 
Often, however, the pain is taken as an indication 
for more rest, and a mental inhibition against it 
leads to more stiffness, so that a vicious circle is 
set up. If the compensation element is added, 
the disability is prolonged indefinitely—possibly 
till some bone-setter is allowed his chance to 
perform a “miracle.”” It must be remembered 
that the foot ligaments and muscles, like those of 
the knee and back, vary in laxity enormously in 
different individuals. In treating any case with 
adhesions it is essential to match up on the injured 
side the range of movement normally present on 
the sound side; nothing less will give the patient 
comfort and restore spring to the foot 


(3) The joint cartilages rhe joint cartilages 
of the foot, like those of the hip, are liable to wear 
out in old age, or, in some individuals, prema 
turely, leading to so-called osteo-arthritis. The 
characteristic of these cases is that they feel worse 
after rest in a chair, or on rising in the morning, 
but the pain and stiffness wear off after gentle 
exercise, though they come on again even more 
severely after excessive exercise. These are the 
cases which do well with hydrotherapy. It is 
very important to reduce all sources of mechanical 
strain in these patients by means of suitable 
foot-gear ; but they should be made to understand 
that ‘‘ca’ canny’’ must be their future motto 
After a badly reduced fracture of the foot bones, o1 
one higher up, which alters the normal alignment 
of the joint surfaces, such osteo-arthritis may come 
on in quite young people. Its commonest start is 
in the first metatarso-phalangeal joint (hallua 
rigidus) which has been thrown out of line by a 
badly-fitting shoe or by a severe valgus position of 
the heel. If the shoe is corrected and the toe 
judiciously manipulated and then kept moving 
by the patient, this painful case usually clears up 
as if by magic. 


Rare Congenital Defects 

(4) The bones.—The bones themselves are 
rarely the main factor in foot-strain, though there 
are some rare, congenital defects which play a 
part. One of these is a bridge of bone from the 
scaphdid to the os calcis, which does not show in 
X-rays taken in the usual way, though it can be 
shown by a special technique. It renders the 
centre of the foot rigid and throws excessive strain 
on the other joints. Another less uncommon 
defect is an adducted (varus) position of the 
metatarsals, especially the first, which is associated 
with a valgus (flat-foot) position of the heel and 
hallux valgus. It sometimes needs correction by 
an osteotomy of the first metatarsal.

General Paralysis of the Insane” 


By J. E. SPIRA, Student Nurse, 
Prince of Wales’s Hospital, Plymouth 


HE patient first came to the out-patients’ 
department of this hospital on October 
31, 1937. He married man, a 
skilled labourer, aged 44. In appearance he was 
stout, about 5 ft. 6 ins. in height, had a simple, 
rather pale face, dull eves and the gait of an old 
man.

The patient was diagnosed as cerebral 
tumour.”” He was advised to enter hospital for 
observation, encephalography and X-ray of the 
skull. However, he was not willing to be admitted 
and was allowed to go home with a ‘mixture 
(potassium bromide and potassium iodide, a.a 
gr v.) to be taken t.d.s 


Return to Hospital 


On November 28, a month later, the patient 
was admitted during the night as an emergency. 
He complained of pain behind both eyes, unsteadi 
ness in standing and a tendency to fall over to the 
left side, epigastric pain, attacks of pain in all 
limbs, tremor and double vision. His wife said

that he had been talking almost continuously to 
the past five days. 

The patient’s expression was anxious. Hi 
speech was very difficult and explosive at time 
and accompanied by gestures. The pupils wer 
unequal, the discs showing slight papilloedema 
The reflexes of the arms were brisk, repeated but 
equal. The patient talked incessantly. At 3 a.m 
he became very noisy, and was given a hypodermi: 
injection of hyoscine hydrobromide, gr. 1/100 
and morphine sulphate, gr. }.

Treatment with Novarsenobillon

He was discharged and 
instructed to attend his own doctor for another 
course of six injections of Novarsenobillon (May 
and Baker) and, after the lapse of a month, a 
third course. 

A year later, December, 1938, the patient wa 
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admitted. His manner was very strange, and 
e was violent at times. He was very forgetful, 
ad severe tremor of the limbs and poor co- 
rdination of arms and legs. His speech was very 
roken and there was tremor of the mouth and 
mgue. His temperature was 99°F., pulse 92, 
spirations 24. 
Malaria Therapy

The morning temperature during the 
st week was usually normal ; in the afternoon 
rose to 100° or 100.4°F : but there were no 
gors during this period or during the next three 
eks, and his mental condition seemed slightly 
iproved. 

\t the beginning of the fourth week he had the 
ond injection of malaria-infected blood. This 
is followed by a slight rigor lasting for 10 
inutes, the temperature rising to 101.2°F., 
ilse 108, respirations 28. 

\ blood test showed no malarial parasites. 
uring the next three weeks the patient had no 
re rigors, and there was only a rise of tempera- 
ire in the evening.

They lasted a few minutes longer every 
day, varying from 15 to 25 minutes in duration, 
and the temperature rising to 105°F. or mor 
During the first stage the patient was warmly 
covered with blankets. He became unconscious 
during the attack and often had incontinence of 
urine and faeces. When the rigor was over and 
he had been changed into dry things, he was 
given cold fruit juice with glucose, which seemed 
to revive him 


General Treatment 
rhe pulse was charted hourly, the urine tested 
daily. A very light diet was ordered and th 
patient had quantities of fruit juice and glucoss 
Normal saline with glucose, 10 oz., was given 
daily per rectum when the shivering of the rigor 
was over. Temperature and pulse continued to br 
charted hourly. The examination of blood showed 
malarial parasites, fairly numerous 
On the eleventh day the patient was very weak 
and was semi-conscious.

An Unna’s Paste Extension 

An Unna’s paste extension for a tuberculous 
knee is applied thus.

No Special Car Labels 


The Committee then considered the request of 
some members for the issue of a car label for trained 
nurses, similar to that bearing the word ‘“ Doctor’ 
issued by the British Medical Association. Owing 
to the fact that the multiplicity of car labels at the 
present moment has made them useless and is likely 
to lead to instructions from the Ministry of Trans- 
port, the committee decided not to take any steps in 
the matter. 


Unemployment Contributions 


The Secretary reported that the Ministry of Health 
had been approached on the matter of the payment 
of unemployment contributions by trained nurses 
employed by local authorities. Some trained nurses 
employed by local authorities in connection with the 
Civil Nursing Reserve have had unemployment 
contributions deducted from their salaries in spite of 
the fact that the nursing profession is exempted from 
making these contributions through the representa- 
tions made by the Royal College of Nursing. 

The committee has also joined with the Queen's 
Institute of District Nursing and the Midwives’ 
Institute in supporting the request that helmets and 
civilian respirators shall be issued to midwives who 
may have to answer calls when air raid warnings are 
in operation. 


For Sister Tutors 


All general and central sectional committee 
meetings have been cancelled for the time being, but 
members are asked to continue group activities 
wherever these prove possible.

of brown paper, and extra beds fill the wards to an 
unusual degree. Meanwhile routine work for which 
this new building was just being fully utilised is going 
on as far as circumstances permit.

in time of war. Miss MacManus contributes chapters 
from her experience of hospital administration and 
nursing in the Great War. These contain much 
useful information concerning nursing in huts and 
marquees, and hints about their heating and 
ventilation. 

Mr. Mitchiner adds to this chapters on air raid and 
war work from the nursing point of view, indicating 
the nature of the nurse’s duties. He gives detailed 
instruction on procedures which the nurse might 
have to carry out herself in war conditions, though 
she would not been entrusted with them in peace time, 
e.g., the giving of anaesthetics and blood transfusion 

Among useful appendices is one giving some 
improvisations which nurses on active service will 
find very useful
